The meeting of the Anglican Missionary Conference, which was held 
last month, has given outward and tangible expression to a wish long felt by 
many in the Church of England to supersede the existing system of mis- 
siopary societies by making the Church itself the great missionary society. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury gave utterance to what is the general feeling 
amongst the High Church party, and probably amongst many of those called 
Broad Church, when he said, “ Societies were bound together on principles, 
they engaged enthusiasm, they even enlisted fanaticism; they had a con- 
siderable power in bringing to bear on the riches of rich men. But they were, 
after all, societies within a society, whose special business it was to do 
this work. It was all very saddening if they compared it with Christ's idea. 
It was a great success, but it was a pathetic success. The spirit which in 
politics was called ‘party’ had a good deal to do with the interests, 
vehemence, and energetic success of the societies; and just as they felt that 
in politics the era was coming when government could not be carried on by 
parties, so would it be with the Church. The time would come when all 
these circumstances would cease to be advantages, and w 
not be done by societies, but by the Church itself.”
